An increase of more than 100 per cent. 
in the number of deaths from infantile 
paralysis and a marked increase in the 
number of new cases in the five bor- 
oughs were reported by the Department 
of Health yesterday. 

Dr. Haven Emerson, Commissioner of 
Health; held a conference with Mayor 
Mitchel in the afternoon, following 
which the Mayor announced that he 
would call, for 11 o’clock this morning 
at the City Hall, a conference of heads 
of city departments who have been co- 
operating in the crusade against the dis- 
ease, members of the Medical Advisory 
Board, and the best medical talent of 
the city. 

The Mayor &#dded that he and the 
Health Commissioner ‘would be present, 
and that. they, and others who have 
been directing the work, would welcome 
suggestiébns as to how these efforts to 
the disease might be made more effec- 
tive. 

Deaths yesterday. numbered 32, 
against 14 for the preceding day. 
Brooklyn the number increased from 9 
to 20; in’ Manhattan, from 8 to 6; in 
Richmond.there was none, a8 compared 
with’ 1 the day before; in the Bronx 
there were 3 yesterday, as compared 
with 1 the preceding day, and-in Queens 
the increase was ‘from none to 3. 

‘The total number of new cases was 
105 yesterday as against 103 the day pre- 
ceding. Of these, 155 were in Brooklyn,

Fourteen were in Manhattan, which had

Mayer Issues a Statement. 


Following “his conference with Dr. 
Emerson, the Mayor gave out a state- 
mént’ by him, addressed to the Health 
Commiséioner, which read in part: 

‘The long and short of it is, here we have 
facilities sufficient to handle all the cases 
<@s they are reported up to date in the De- 
partment.of Health; that is, hospitals, am- 
bulances,. nurses. We have all the re- 
sources of thé City Government massed 
here and ready for any. service that may be 
required of them. 

You have a disease concerning which, 
comparatively speaking, little is, known; 
and it has got to be fought in the light.of 
"the best knowledge that there is’ available. 
‘That is being done along the lines’ so far 
developed by science. The’ fight is. being 
conducted as effectively as it can be; and 
thére ig no shortage of resources. There is 
no lack. of apything that could be supplied, 
and'if any such lack develops, it will be 
supplied immediately. 

In conclusion the Mayor asserted that

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MILITIAMEN FROM VERDUN. 


Four’. Guardsmen Who Served in 
France Come Here to Join Regiments 


The French liner Touraine, ‘which ar- 
rived last night from Bordedux, brought 
back four American militiamen who had 
been serving: with the American Ambu- 
lance Corps in ce. Lieutenant O. 
Wolcott of Troop B in the First Massa- 
chusetts Cavalry, said hé was serving 
near Bar-le-Duc when his troop was 
mobilized.

SAW GERMAN PRISON CAMPS. 


Says Inspection’ Were Stopped 
Through Dislike of -Americans, 


Dr. Stewart. Irwin of Johns Hopkins 
University returned to New: York yes- 
terday. on the Scandinavian-American 
liner Hellig Olav after spending ftve 
months in Germany inspecting the pris- 
on camps. He said he found a very 
strong anti-American sentiment in Ger- 
many and that finally the Reichstag re- 
fused to permit him to visit any more 
camps. 

*““Among the 3,000,000 prtsoners,’’. he 
said, ‘“‘ there are about 500,000: English, 
mostly military men. We were allowed 
to talk with the men, but individual 
medical examinations were prohibited. 
In one hospital we saw men in the last 
stages of tuberculosis whose cases were 
designated as pneumonia. In one camp 
I found the’prisoners storing away food 
for future use because a sh ge of 
supplies was expected. The English 
prisoners ,were permitted to receive 
boxes of food from home, but the 
French and Russians could not. In some 
camps the rations of food were served 
out in proportion to the amount of 
work done by the prisoners,”

| Army Surgeons Found Col. Conley 


and Lieut. Col. Phelan Un- . 
equai to Service. 


The removal. of Colonel Louis D. Con- 
ley from command of the Sixty-ninth 
Infantry was due to physical unfitness 
for the Federal service. | This was made 
clear yesterday after Major Gen. Wood 
had issued the order relieving both 
Colonel Conley and Lieut. Col. Phelan. 
It was not until Colonel Charles Rich- 
ard, Surgeon General of the Eastern 
Départment, had reported that both 
these officers were physically unfit for 
the service that General Wood took ac- 
tion. The relief of Lieut. Col. Phelan 
followed the report of Major Wadhams, 
surgeon in command at Camp Whitman, 
that he was unequal to service in. the 
field. 

The report of the physical examination 
of. the two senior officers of the Sixty- 
minth was received at Governors Island 
on Monday night, the report coming to 
Colonel Edwin F. Glenn, Chief of Staff 
of the Eastern Department. Realizing 
the serious question involved, he imme- 
diately turned the report over to Gen- 
eral Wood, who in turn submitted {ft to 
Colonel Richard. Colonel Glenn remained 
in his office on Governors Island until 
after midnight conferring by telephone 
with Major Wadhams at Camp Whit- 
man. 

“No one can possibly regret the ac- 
tion that: has been taken more than I 
do,” said Genefal Wood last night: 
‘‘ For Colonel Conley, both as an officer 
and man, I have the greatest respect, 
but the matter was one for the surgeons 
to decide, and my only course was to 
approve what they recommended. The 
action was not taken until: after every 
phase of it had been carefully consid- 
ered by Colone} Richard, the Surgeon 
General; and by myself. 

‘“*Colonel Conley’s physical incapacity 
was reported by the examining surgeon 
at Camp Whitman in the regular course 
of Guty.

‘COLONEL CONLEY’S REMOVAL. 

The sudden order for the removal of 
the Colonel commanding the Sixty- 
ninth Regiment, as well as the Lieu- 
tenant Colonel, just as the historic 
regiment was entraining for service 
on the border, seems harsh. Colonel 
ConLEY is very popwar among the 
men of his regiment, and the common 
opinion will be that the work of re- 
moving him, if it were necessary, and 
there can be no doubt as to. that, in 
the circumstances might have ' been 
accomplished in a gentler manner. 
But this is a military matter. The 
regiment has been formally mustered 
into the service of the United States 
under Section 111 of the army law. 
It is a part of the national forces. If 
Colonel Con ey is physically unfit to 
keep his command in active seryice, 
manifestly he should be removed. The 
departure of the Sixty-ninth has been 
unaccountably delayed. That some- 
thing was amiss has been suspected 
for a fortnight. The Irish regiment 
was scheduled to be among the first 
to depart. It goes among the last. 

Colonel ConLEY has the consolation 
of knowing that all regular army offi- 
cers are subject to the same rigid 
rule, that they’ are removed without 
notice in the same way. Theoretical- 
ly the regiment is going to war, it is 
no longer militia. If he chooses to 
protest,. Colonel ConLEy will get a 
hearing, but there will be no senti- 
ment about it. Among his fellow- 
citizens abundant sympathy will be 
expressed. He has commanded a 
State military organization.of which 
we have all been justly proud. Doubt- 
less he favored the federalization of 
the militia. He has had a severe ex- 
perience of the rigorous discipline that 
federalization entails. 








AGAINST THE WALL. 

KaRL H. VON WIEGAND, the Berlin 
correspondent of The World, has proved 
himself for a long time to be a faith- 
ful reflector of military sentiment and 
opinion in Germany. He is impreg- 
nated with it, and repeats what he 
hears with entire fidelity and not the 
slightest consideration for how it will 
strike outsiders. When this sentiment 
has been distorted to absurdity by the 
rabidness. of war feeling, “he ~ has 
evinced no perception of that absurd- 
ity, but has printed insane boasts with 
honest faith, It was he, for instance, 
who reported the ‘irritation of the Ger- 
man officers because the British fleet 
would not come out of its hiding place 
and stand battle with its German pur- 
suers, and their hope that before long 
this concealment would be penetrated. 
Von WIEGAND ‘has reported just what 
he heard, and what he heard has been 
from military sources. 

Therefore his .dispatch printed in 
yesterday's World is of unusual inter- 
est, because in {t he—that is, the per- 
sons with whom he. has talked—reveals 
the real condition of Germany under 
the present attack on the eastern and 
western fronts. If VON WXEGAND talks 
in this way, the end must be nearer 
than had been thought. He definitely 
says that “the situation would appear 
“hopeless for Germany and Austria- 
“ Hungary ” but for the fact that tlie 
Germans and Austrians; who are white 
mén, are superior’ in ‘telligence to 
“the whites, blacks, browns, and yel- 
“lows” who are opposing them: If 
this. idea that Sikhs and Turcos are 
directing the military operations of the 
Allies excites. a smile,-it-must be re- 
membered that in times of great ex- 
tremity men cannot be expectéd to be 
reasonable; it was just so that the 
Confederates, when they felt the press- 
ure of GRANT and Buweman, talked 
about how they were being beaten by 
the foreign. immigrants. ‘The signifi- 
cant thing is that “ the situation would 
appear hopeless” but for this one hope, 
which is no hope at all. :

At- 
tacked on every front but one, in the 
grip of the blockade, she is facing her 
foes with undermanned, badly fed ar- 
mies that cannot be replaced or rein- 
forced. A nation placed.on the defen- 
sive in such conditions can hardly re- 
sume the offensive. And that the au- 
thorities are preparing the people for 
the inevitable is at least suggested in 
Mr. VON WIEGAND's statement that, 
while almost no information is pub- 
lished giving the German side of the 
story, the German newspapers are al- 
lowed to print “lengthy and detailed ” 
reports from French and British 
sources. If there is no hope for Ger- 
many except the vague hope in her 
“superior intelligence,” the German 
Government will hardly bank too heav- 
ily on it. It will leave that last straw 
to Mr. VON WIEGAND.

RETURNING THE COTTON : FUNDS. 

In returning to the Treasury funds 
deposited with the Federal Reserve 
Banks for the purpose of helping the 
cotton planters, the Cashier of the At- 
lanta Bank wrote: 

The action of the Honorable Secre- 
tary of the Treasury in making this 
special deposit with us resulted in the 
cotton producers, through the assist- 
ance of the Federal Reserve Bank and 
the member banks, being able to hold 
their cotton for a much higher price, 
thereby bringing into this district 
many millions of dollars that probably 
would not have been received other- 
wise. 


Those millions were neither “ made” 
nor earned. The cotton planters prof- 
ited at the expense of those who paid 
more for their clothes, and who were 
as much troubled by the high cost of 
living as the planters, probably more 
se. The intervention of fhe Treasury 
was unnecessary, as the course of the 
cotton trade has shown. It was un- 
justified in that it is no function of 
Government to make commodities 
either cheap or dear, unless perhaps to 
control conduct by which the market 
is pushed to extremes in either direc- 
tion. 

The cotton trade suffered in common 
with all subject to the influence of the 
war, but it received assistance extend- 
ed to no others. The incident: has 
passed and no great harm is done, In- 
dulgence may easily be granted to the 
claimants for the favor of the South. 
But that is différent from praising 
their conduct,. or allowing it to be 
thought that it is a precedent for easy 
or frequent repetition.

GERMANY AND MEXICO. 
In the present attitude of Mr. .Car- 


toward the United States there can be 
found no support for the charges or. 
rumors that he, or some of those 
around him, had yielded to the in- 
fluence of German money..

PAY FOR THE CAMPERS. 

It is estimated that there will be 
10,000 men under military training at 
the Plattsburg camp. this month, in- 
cluding the juniors. They will sub- 
ject themselves to severe discipline in 
order to be fitted to serve their coun- 
try, and it is not consistent with the 
national dignity that they should be 
permitted to pay for any part of their 
equipment, ‘their rations, or their 
traveling expenses. Hitherto, with 
comparatively few exceptions, the 
Plattsburg campers have paid their 
own bills. A fund raised by. private 
subscriptions has been drawn upon to 
pay the way of those recruits who 
lacked spare money of their own. Many 
who have paid would doubtless cheer- 
fully continue to pay. It is commend- 
able for a man to be willing to con- 
tribute his money as well as his mind 
and muscle to the great work of na- 
tional preparedness., But it is as in- 
consistent with public policy for a 
citizen to pay any part of the ex- 
penses of a military camp in which he 
subjects himself to training as it would 
be for one to pay for the upkeep of 
the court in which he serves as a 
juror. By and large, everybody pays 
his full share of the expenses of Gov- 
ernment, both State and Federal. 

The Army Appropriation:: bill pro- 
vides funds for the military camps. It 
has not yet been passed, but it will ba 
made operative for the entire fiscal 
year beginning July 1.’ The expenses 


hardly be refunded. Like the thou- 
sands of campers of last year, they may 
have to regard their pectniary con- 
tribution to the national defense as a 
gift rather than a loan. But from the 
very beginning of the new fiscal year 
the United States Govemmment should 
meet all the expenses of preparedness. 
‘Many ‘of the smaller expenses of the 
mobilization of the National Guard, in- 
cluding even some of the cost of equip- 
ment, have been paid -by the soldiers 
themselves, but, of course, they will be 
reimbursed. 

There is danger that the public mind 
may derive a confused sense of the 
responsibility for defensive measurés 
from the widespread knowledge of the 
things that are done fn haste when a 
democracy is suddenly threatened with 
war. Although in former crises regt- 
ments have been raised and equipped 
by- private citizens, such precedents 
should be ignored when there its no 
reason for enterprises of that descrip- 
tion. Our War Department is quite 
competent to look after all the nation’s 
military ‘affairs and to pay for the 
services of all its soldiers and military 
students. Impulsive generosity and the 
patriotic enthusiasm of the individuals 
who make up the community are most 
commiendable; they are national assets. 
But it is not part of a soldier's duty to 
buy his own equipment when his Gov- 
ernment can well afford to pay. for it, 
and ‘it is not the proper business for 
private: citizens in a solvent and pow- 
erful nation to raise armies and ‘train 
men to fight. They may do. much, 
loyally,’ to encourage preparedness, but 
they, need not. undertake tasks which 
the War. Department is much. better 
fitted to execute. The spirit animating 
the preparedness movement ‘which re- 
sulted in ‘the establishment of the 
Plattsburg camps {s admitable and the 
men who made of those camps. splen- 
did object lessons for all patriots when.

An enemy ship, on jsighting the Deutsch- 
land, would be so apt to observe, or 
honestly to imagine, the beginning of a 
hasty submergence. that it.might have a 
more than colorable excuse for opening 
fire at once. - Hostile eyes, too, especially 
if the brain behind them were haunted 
by memories of the Lusitania, would 
probably have extreme difficulty in dis- 
tinguishing between a fighting subma- 
rine and one that was merely a freight 
carter. To devote even a few seconds 
to investigation would so near to cer- 
tainly mean at best failure to capture, 
and at worst the arrival of a torpedo 
‘from the object of scrutiny, that excuses 
for instant action about as plausible as 
war times demand would be ready. 

But of course Captain Kognie was only. 
talking. He puts his trust in his facil- 
ities for prompt disappearances and in- 
visible motion, not in the meticulous. re- 
gard of his foes for his rights and privi- 
leges under the law.

No Call for. Nurses’ Alds. 
To the Editor of The New York Times: 

A letter which appeared in Tus Truas of 
July 8 has been.called to my attention, in-. 
quiring why the Red Cross “ nurses” who 
took courses of instruction during the last 
Winter in Elementary -Hygiene and Home 
Care of the Sick have not come forward to 
nurse the babies ill of poliomyelitis. 

The Health Commissioner is asking for 
graduate registered nurses only, and believes, 
as all other physicians would believe, that 
in an epidemic, which means contagion, only 
the most experienced nurses. would know, how 
to give proper care to the children and at 
the same time protect themselves. The classes 
of instruction for women referred to in the 
letter are very elementary, and intended only 
to give a certain amount of information to 
volunteers desiring to be helpful to the gradu- 
ate nurses In the Red Cross base hospitals, 
also enabling them. to be helpful in their own 
homes in time of fliness,. The.Commissioner 
of Health knows that the New York County 
Chapter of the Red Cross jis ready to co- 
operate with him, and if he asks the Red 
Cross to provide nurses in this emergency 
the thousands of graduate nurses enrolled 
with the Red Cross for nuraing service will 
be found eager to answer the call.

A Red Cross nurse is a registered, 
trained nurse, a graduate of a hospital, who 
has asked the Red Cross to list her name 
as one willing te. serve her country if 
called. There are about 9,000 trained nurses 
so listed, and doubtless many Red Cross 
nurses are fighting the paralysis epidemic 
here. The Red Cross has for several~ years 
conducted classes. in. First Ald te the In- 
jured, teaching men .and women hew to 
help a person in cage of accident, and a 
courses in Elementary Hygiene’ and Home 
Care of the Sick. The latter course deals 
with prevention, of disease, and teaches a 
woman to care for the lesser aliments of 
members ef. her family. Any woman who 
passes 





her to perform such duties as she is pres 
fied for. She is not a nurse and never 
would be called te serve in that capacity. 
Many women have taken the Home Care 
course to fit themselves to be-helpers in base 
hospitals or convalescent homes, if needed, 
but many have also taken the lessons who 
merely wish to be taught how best to serve 
their own homes and families. 

If the authorities now fighting the eut- 
break of infantile paralysis wish the services 
of nurses’ aids they will ask their help 
through the Red Cross.

TOBACCO AS A DISINFECTANT 


Various Opinions to the- Effect That 
It Has_No Value. 


To the Editor of The NewYork Times: ‘ 

I desire to reply ‘to’ Isade Goldbutg;' who, in 
his letter published in\a recent issue of your 
paper, writes: ‘‘ Tobacco might possibly be 
the solution of the problem of infantile 
paralysis.”’ 

Mr, Goldburg says that in an epidemic of 
cholera tobacco and tobacco smoke used as 
a disinfectant in hig father’s home protected 
the family from the disease: .I do not know 
whether Mr, Goldburg has a prejudice in 
favor of this poison, but the fact remains, 
however, that there have been disastrous 
epidemics of cholera in Turkey in racent 
years, the Turks being the greatest users of 
tobacco, The disease ‘was overcome,’ not by 
the increased use of tobacco, but by sani- 
tation. ‘‘ Tobacco, as poisonous as it is, is 
not a ‘ bactericide.’’—The London Laticet, 
(medical -journal,). May 4, 1907. Tubércular’ 
bacilli from the mouth of the cigarmaker 
have beem found alive on ‘the mouth ends of 
cigars. Tobacco d@ not destroy : disease 
germs, but it does destroy animal life. 

An investigation would probably show that 
the victims of infantile paralysis were sub- 
jected to the physically depressing influence 
of tobacco-smoke laden atmosphere in their 
homes, which madge-them more liable to con- 
tract.the disease: 

*‘ The use of tobacce conduces to the cause 
of tuberculosis, and thereby, as a matter of 
course, detracts from the cure and treatment 
of the disease.’"—Report of Henry Phipps 
Insjitute in The Hospital, Nov. 28, 1908.

Sanitarium for Tubercular Diseases states | 
that he has never known &@ case to recover | 
where. the use of- tobacco was continued. The 
amoke is more deadly than the plant, in that

RULES ON CLAYTON ACT. 


Reserve Board Instructs Banks on 
Interlocking Directors. 


Bpecial to The New York Times. 
WASHINGTON, July 11.—The Federal 


banks instructions outlining the policy 
of the board in acting under‘the Kern 
amendment of the Clayton act, which 
forbids a Director, officer, or employe 
of amy Reserve Bank having resources 
in excess of. $5,000,000 acting in’ any 
similar capacity in another bank. 

The Claytop act also forbids any.mem- 
ber bank in a city having over 200,000 
inhabitants having as a Director or 
other officer -or employe any priva 


bank or trust company located in the 
The Kern amendment pro- 
vided that, with the consent of the Fed- 
eral Reserve Board, an officer of a 
member bank might hold a similar 
post in two other banks if they were 
not in substantial competition with the 
member bank. 

The Federal Reserve Board, in its con- 
struction of the application of the Kern 
amendment, says: 

“This amendment provides, in stb- 
stance, that nothing in the act. shall 
prohibit any officer, Director, or em- 
loye of any member bank, or Class A 
pieeer of the Federal Reserve Bank
